Our  Guarantee. 

We  guarantee  to  replace  all  stock  that  fails  to 
grow,  at  one-half  price  quoted  in  this  catalogue, 
providing  same  . has  been  paid  for  at  the  time  of 
delivery  or  a reasonable  time  thereafter.  Stock 
must  be  planted  and  cared  for  according  to  our 
instructions.  We  take  half  the  risk. 

Our  growing  nursery  stock  has  been  inspected. 

We  Plant. 

In  most  cases  our  customers  do  their  own  plant- 
ing, but  we  are  in  a position  to  do  all  work  inci- 
dental to  planting.  We  fill,  grade,  seed  and  plant 
at  reasonable  rates. 

We  make  no  charge  for  landscape  plans  when 
our  stock  is  used.  Ask  for  estimates. 

Planting. 

Make  the  holes  large  enough  to  admit  the  roots 
without  any  cramping  or  bending,  and  deep  enough 
to  bring  the  tree  to  its  natural  depth.  The  fine 
surface  soil  should  be  used  in  covering  the  roots, 
and  this  should  be  carefully  worked  among  them. 
If  the  ground  is  dry  it  is  well  to  pour  in  some 
water  when  the  hole  is  partially  filled.  See  that 
the  ground  is  firmly  and  solidly  packed  over  all 
parts  of  the  roots  by  exerting  the  full  weight  of 
the  planter  upon  it. 

Watering  Instructions. 

Water  from  June  first  to  September  fifteenth 
once  a week  enough  to  penetrate  to  the  lowest 
roots.  Make  no  exception  for  rainfall  in  sandy 
location. 

Do  not  water  a little  daily,  as  the  ground  will 
become  sour  and  prevent  the  air  from  getting  to 
the  roots.
